Information Disclosure Statement 

Receipt of the information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 21 August 
2006 and Foreign reference JP-2000-2428444 published 9/8/2000 are acknowledged. 
Accordingly, all references listed in said IDS have been considered by the Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The Examiner considers Patent Number 3,741 ,366 by Van Melle et al ("Van 
Melle") to be the prior art that is most closely related to the Applicant's claimed 
invention. Although the article receiving and dispensing device disclosed by Van Melle 
comprises a single contacting face 34 on the side of belt 35 (see Figures 3 and 4), it 
fails to disclose or suggest a pair of contacting faces that are provided on opposite sides 
of said belt as claimed in the Applicant's independent claims 1,14 and 19.
